CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  L 

NAME. 

Section  i.  This  organization  shall  be  known 
as  the  Canadian  A.  O.  U.  W.  Relief  Society. 

OBJECTS. 

Sec.  2.  To  unite  fraternally  and  socially  all 
acceptable  members  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
United  Workmen ;  to  educate  its  members  socially, 
morally  and  intellectually  ;  to  assist  and  encour- 
age its  members  in  their  various  occupations  or 
business  ;  to  encourage  and  promote  industry,  fru- 
gality and  economy ;  to  encourage  temperance 
and  sobriety,  and  to  discountenance  all  immoral 
and  pernicious  habits  that  may  injure  the  health 
or  constitution  of  its  members  ;  to  furnish  aid  to 
sick,  disabled  and  bereaved  members  of  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  and  their  fam- 
ilies, wherever  located. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  3.  Only  those  persons  can  become  mem- 
bers who  are  affiliated  with  a  Lodge  of  the  Ancient 
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Order  of  United  Workmen ;  who  are  in  good 
health,  of  good  repute,  not  over  fifty-six  years  of 
age,  and  can  pass  the  medical  examination. 

FEES. 

Sec.  4.  The  fee  for  membership  shall  be  five 
dollars  ($5.00),  the  applicant  paying  for  his  medi- 
cal examination. 

Sec  5.  The  management  of  this  Society  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Board  of  eleven  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  biennially  by  the  certificate  holders  on  the 
third  Friday  in  February,  beginning  with  the  year 
1888  ;  Provided,  that  special  sessions  of  the  Soci- 
ety may  be  called  by  the  President,  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  thirty  members  of  the  Society,  who  shall 
have  given  ten  days'  notice. 

The  Trustees  shall  elect  from  their  number  a 
President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secre- 
tary, a  Treasurer,  and  a  Medical  Director,  and 
the  Board  shall  appoint,  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
a  Finance  and  Business  Committee,  composed  of 
the  President,  Medical  Director  and  one  other 
member. 

Sec.  6.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  may  be  filled 
by  the  Trustees  when  called  together  for  that 
purpose.

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  this  Society.  To 
require  the  attendance  of  and  information  from 
any  officer  of  this  Society.  He  shall  render  all 
decisions  bearing  reference  to  the  laws  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  his  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal 
to  the  Society  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  He 
shall  require  such  bonds  of  officers  as  the  Finance 
Committee  may  deem  expedient.  He  shall,  with 
the  Finance  Committee,  approve  all  official  bonds 
required  of  the  officers  of  this  Society,  and  he 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  official  bonds. 

At  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Society  he  shall 
present  a  report,  in  detail,  of  his  official  acts  dur- 
ing the  recess. 

He  shall  sign  all  official  documents  emanating, 
from  the  Society,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Society. 

In  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  absence  or 
inability  to  act,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  who  shall  have  full 
power  to  act  as  President  of  this  Society. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  Vice-Presidents  are 
indicated  by  their  office. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  record  the  transactions  of  the  Society  ;  to 
receive,  duly  file  and  safely  keep  all  papers  and 
documents  of  the  Society,  except  as  provided  in 
section  1  of  this  article  ;  to  prepare,  sign  and  cer- 
tify all  instruments  emanating  from  this  Society, 
and,  when  necessary,  to  affix  the  seal  of  the 
Society  thereto  ;  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
all  moneys  received  and-paid  out  by  himself,  and  of 
all  drafts  or  warrants  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and 
report  the  same  by  items  to  the  Society  at  each 
session  ;  to  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  first 
and  fifteenth  of  each  month,  all  moneys  received 
by  him  ;  he  shall  also  report  the  members  who 
are  in  arrears,  and  give  such  general  information 
as  to  the  state  of  the  Society  as  may  be  proper  for 
the  information  or  action  of  this  Society ;  to  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  this  Society;  to  attend, 
with  all  papers  under  his  control,  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Society,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Society. 

BOND. 

He  shall  execute  a  bond  in  such  a  penalty  as 
may  be  affixed  by  the  Society  or  the  President, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
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to  take  charge  of  all  funds  and  property  of  the 
Society  not  otherwise  disposed  of ;  pay  all  orders 
drawn  on  him  by  the  President,  attested  by  the 
Secretary,  and  by  the  order  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, with  the  seal  of  the  Society  attached,  for 
appropriations  made  by  the  Society;  to  render  in 
writing  to  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting, 
and  oftener  if  required  by  the  Society  or  President, 
a  true  and  perfect  account  of  his  receipts  and 
expenditures  by  items,  and  from  whom  received 
and  to  whom  paid,  and  the  amount  of  funds  and 
property  in  his  hands ;  and  when  required  by  the 
Society  or  President,  to  deliver  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  for  examination,  the  books  and  vouch- 
ers pertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall  execute 
receipts  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  and 
stating  therein  on  what  account  the  same  is 
received.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of 
him  by  the  Society. 

BOND. 

He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  ot 
his  duties,  execute  and  file  with  the  President  an 
official  bond,  from  a  Guarantee  Company,  in  such 
penalty  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Society,  payable  to  the  Society,  to  be  approved  by 
the  President  and  Finance  Committee,  conditioned 
that  he  will  pay  or  deliver  on  demand  to  the  Society 
or  the  President  of  the  Society,  or  to  his  successor 
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in  office,  or  properly  account  for  all  funds  and  pro- 
perty of  the  Society,  or  on  any  other  account  that 
shall  come  to  his  hands  as  Treasurer,  and  shall  in 
all  respects  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  him  as  Treasurer,  under  the  constitution, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society. 

OFFICE  VACATED. 

Should  the  Treasurer  fail  or  refuse,  for  twenty 
days  after  his  election,  to  execute  and  have  ap- 
proved the  bond  herein  required,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  President,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  appoint  another  Treasurer, 
who  shall  execute  a  bond  as  herein  required,  and 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
position. 

Sec  5.  The  Finance  and  Business  Committee 
shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  Medical 
Director  and  one  other  member,  as  per  section 
5  of  article  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  on  the  first  of  every  month  to  audit 
the  books  of  this  Society,  to  approve  all  bills 
contracted  by  this  Society ;  to  prepare  forms 
and  regulations  in  conformity  to  the  consti- 
tution, and  pass  upon  all  losses  sustained  by 
the  Society;  and  if  approved  by  them,  if  neces- 
sary, they  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  levy  an 
assessment  upon  such  losses. 

Sec  6.    The  duties  of  the  Medical  Director 
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are  indicated  by  the  title  of  his  office,  and  he  shall 
be  appointed  as  per  section  5  of  article  1,  until  the 
next  general  meeting. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance 
and  Business  Committee  to  appoint  all  Agents  of 
this  Society,  such  appointments  to  be  revoked  by 
it  for  good  cause  at  any  time. 

Sec.  8.  The  compensation  of  the  elective  and 
appointive  officers,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in 
this  Constitution,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Sec.  9.  All  official  bonds  shall  be  made  secure, 
and  placed  in  the  keeping  of  the  President. 

BENEFITS. 

Sec.  10.  A  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  each 
member,  which  pledges  this  society  to  pay  as 
follows : 

One  hundred  dollars  upon  the  death  of  his 
wife  ;  Provided,  that  she  be  in  good  health  at  the 
time  of  his  application  for  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship. 

Three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  in  event  of 
total  disability,  mental  or  physical,  to  earn  a  liv- 
ing— to  be  paid  for  three  years,  and  no  longer, 
and  provided  certificate  admits  of  it. 

Ten  dollars  per  week  in  case  of  protracted 
sickness  or  accident  causing  disability,  such  pay- 
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ment  to  run  not  more  than  ten  weeks  at  one  time, 
such  benefits  to  commence  only  after  two  weeks'' 
illness ;  Provided,  that  money  paid  for  sick  bene- 
fits shall  be  deemed  as  a  part  of  the  disability  fund. 

Nine  hundred  to  twelve  hundred  dollars  benefits 
at  death,  according  to  age,  graded  as  follows : 

For  members  21  to  30  years  of  age  $1200 

"         "       31  to  40     "       "    1100 

"         "       41  to  50     u       "   ,  1000 

"         u       51  to  56      "       "    90a 

Payable  as  directed  in  his  application  ;  Provided, 
that  no  part  of  the  three  next  preceding  items 
have  been  paid,  or  nine  hundred  to  twelve  hundred 
dollars  (according  to  age),  less  the  amounts  that 
may  have  been  paid  ;  Provided,  further,  that  the 
payment  of  death  losses  shall  be  in  proportion  ta 
membership,  until  a  sufficient  number  of  members 
unite  to  guarantee  full  payment. 

A  special  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  such 
brothers  as  have  no  wife,  or  whose  wife  may  not 
be  in  good  health,  providing  that  the  full  balance 
due  him  at  death  shall  be  paid  to  his  heirs,  as 
directed  in  his  application. 

As  soon  as  a  member  is  taken  sick,  or  disabled, 
a  notice  shall  at  once  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

CLAIMS  AND  ASSESSMENTS. 

Sec.  11.  When  losses  occur  or  claims  mature* 
as  provided  for  in  section  10  of  this  article,  and 
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have  been  approved  by  the  Finance  and  Business 
Committee,  the  Secretary  of  this  organization  shall 
issue  an  assessment  upon  each  certificate-holder 
for  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Assessments  will  be  issued  on  the  first  day  of  a 
month  (when  necessary),  and  must  be  paid  on  or 
before  the  28th  inst.  No  assessments  shall  be 
made  when  sufficient  funds  are  on  hand  to  pay  the 
matured  claims. 

BEREAVEMENT. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  a  member  of  this  Relief 
Society  shall  lose  his  wife  by  death,  notice  shall  at 
once  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  who 
will  forward  proper  blanks  for  filing  proof  of  deaths 
and  on  approval  of  said  proof  by  the  Finance  and 
Business  Committee  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  shall  at  once  be  ordered  paid  over  to  the 
bereaved  brother;  Provided,  his  Beneficiary  Cer- 
tificate so  demands. 

SICKNESS. 

Sec.  13.  To  entitle  a  member  to  sick  benefits,, 
he  shall  send,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible,  to  the  Secretary,  due  notice  of 
sickness.  At  the  end  of  three  or  more  weeks,  not 
exceeding  twelve  weeks'  sickness,  he  shall  send,  or 
cause  to  be  sent,  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Relief 
Society,  a  certificate  of  the  attending  physician,. 
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signed  by  two  members  of  the  Society,  attested  by 
the  M.  W.  and  Recorder  of  his  A.  O.  U.  W.  Lodge, 
or  of  the  nearest  Lodge  to  him,  with  seal,  that  the 
sickness  has  continued  for  three  or  more  consecu- 
tive weeks,  and  that  he  was  unable  to  perform  any 
duty  or  work  by  which  he  could  earn  a  living  ; 
and,  further,  that  his  sickness  was  not  caused  by 
intemperance  ;  the  Finance  and  Business  Com- 
mittee shall  pass  upon  said  proofs,  and,  if  approved, 
will  order  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  to  the 
brother  equal  to  ten  dollars  for  each  whole  week 
he  has  been  sick,  as  aforesaid,  commencing  with 
third  week  of  sickness. 

DISABILITY. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  a  member  ot  this  Society 
shall  become  unable  to  earn  a  living  by  reason  of 
mental  or  physical  disability,  and  shall  so  continue 
for  one  year,  the  Master  Workman  of  his  or  the 
nearest  Lodge  of  A.  O.  U.  W.  shall  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  members,  who  shall 
inquire  into  the  true  condition  of  the  member,  and 
if  found  disabled,  shall  appoint  two  reputable  phy- 
sicians to  examine  the  member  and  report  on  same 
to  the  Medical  Director,  who  shall  give  his  opinion 
in  writing,  and  if  the  member  be  found  in  the  con- 
dition contemplated  in  this  section,  and  provided 
further,  that  his  disabled  condition  is  not  the  result 
of  intemperance,  then  the  Finance  and  Business

Committee  shall  order  that  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  desig- 
nated by  him  in  his  application ;  and  this  three 
hundred  dollar  payment  shall  be  continued  for 
three  years,  and  no  longer,  provided  amount  at 
credit  of  member  will  admit  of  it,  with  like  safe- 
guards and  evidence  the  second  and  third  years 
as  at  the  first  year. 

DEATHS. 

Sec.  15.  Whenever  a  member  of  this  Relief 
Society  shall  die,  notice  thereof  shall  at  once  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  who  will  fur- 
nish the  blanks  for  proper  proof  of  death,  and 
said  proof  shall  be  passed  on  by  the  Finance  and 
Business  Committee,  and,  if  approved,  a  warrant 
for  an  amount  equal  to  one  dollar  for  every  mem- 
ber of  this  Society,  not  exceeding  the  sum  desig- 
nated in  his  certificate,  shall  be  issued  to  the  per- 
sons mentioned  in  the  application ;  Provided,  that 
that  no  part  of  the  claim  has  been  consumed 
in  bereavement,  sickness,  or  disability  claims, 
or  an  amount,  less  the  sums  that  may  have 
been  paid;  Provided,  also,  that  the  sum  total 
paid  and  to  be  paid,  shall  not  exceed  nine 
hundred  to  twelve  hundred  dollars,  according 
to  age. 

expenses. 

Sec.  16.     The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
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place  ten  per  cent,  of  the  net  amount  received  on 
«ach  assessment  in  the  Contingent  Fund,  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  print- 
ing, postage,  rents  and  compensation  of  officers ; 
and  whenever  this  fund  shall  exceed  the 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  this  Relief 
Society,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  cause 
such  excess  to  be  placed  in  the  Beneficiary  Fund 
for  the  payment  of  losses.  In  case,  however,  the 
amount  named  is  found  to  be  insufficient  to  cover 
all  expenses,  a  special  assessment,  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  annum,  may  be  levied  upon  each 
member. 

FORFEITURES. 

Sec.  17.  A  oertificate-holder  will  forfeit  his 
membership  if  he  fails  to  pay  his  assessment  on  or 
before  the  28th  inst.,  but  may  regain  it  by  paying 
up  any  time  within  three  months  all  that  may  be 
due  at  the  date  of  paying.  If  he  allows  his  neglect 
to  run  beyond  three  months,  he  must  procure  the 
certificate  of  the  Medical  Examiner  that  he  is  in  as 
good  health  as  when  first  examined,  and  pay  up  all 
that  may  have  become  due  at  the  date  of  paying. 

He  will  also  forfeit  his  protection  if  he  be  sus- 
pended, or  expelled  from  his  A.  O.  U.  W.  Lodge  for 
any  immoral  conduct  or  intemperance. 

He  will  also  forfeit  his  membership  if  he  becomes 
addicted  to  the  excessive  or  habitual  use  as  a  bever- 


age  of  alcoholic  or  malt  liquors,  or  engages  in  the 
saloon  business  in  any  form,  or  contracts  any  other 
habit  that  may  injure  his  health  or  constitution. 
No  membership  shall  be  forfeited  or  affected  for 
other  causes  than  above  specified,  unless  complaint 
be  made  to  the  President,  who  shall  thereupon 
appoint  an  investigating  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers of  this  Society,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  serve 
notice  on  the  offender,  designating  a  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  of  the  complaint,  reduce  the  exam- 
ination to  writing,  and  forward  the  same  with  their 
finding  and  recommendation  to  the  President,  which, 
if  approved  by  him,  shall  be  final  ;  the  President, 
however,  shall  have  power,  if  the  finding  be  against 
the  offender  and  he  deem  the  punishment  excessive, 
to  modify  the  same,  according  to  his  opinion  of  the 
merits  of  the  case. 

Sec.  i  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  form  such 
by-laws  for  its  government  as  do  not  conflict  with 
this  constitution. 

Sec.  19.  This  constitution  and  rules  may  be 
altered  or  amended  in  accordance  with  law  at  any 
biennial  meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
voting  therefor.
